DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 2/14/05. These drawings are objected to 
because Figure 3 depicts a flow chart having a double-pointed arrow originating from 
step 315. Arrows originating from decision blocks in flow charts normally point in a , 
single direction. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Plenty of traffic enforcement devices have taken pictures of speeding cars when 
the offending vehicle has surpassed a given speed such as the device taught by 
Nelson [U.S. 5,51 5,042]. However, there is no prior art device that activates an in-car 
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video system with video recorder and also outputs an alarm signal upon the speed of 
the car having the in-car video system exceeding a given speed. This is considered 
novel and unobvious. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Klashinsky et al [U.S. 5,617,086] comprises a set of in-road sensors for 
monitoring traffic. 

Dunne et al [U.S. 5,938,717] automatically captures the image of a moving 
vehicle. 

Perterson [U.S. 6,262,764] incorporates a VCR in a police vehicle. 
Poland et al [U.S. 6,681,195] measures speeds of vehicles and captures images 
of said vehicles. 

Zierden [U.S. 6,690,294] detects violations of speed limits using a digital 
camera. 

Trajkovic et al [U.S. 6,696,978] identifies vehicles traveling excessive speeds.
